UN Aims to Trace the Transfer 
of All Guns and Ammo

The United Nations is 
waging a multi-pronged attack on the 
right to keep and bear arms. 

Recently approved is a 
report on the UN Office of 
Disarmament Affairs (UNODA) to 
implement the group’s “Programme of 
Action on Small Arms and Light 
Weapons in All its Aspects (PoA).” 

One item on the UNODA 
agenda should bolster the resolve of all 
those who want to protect the right to 
keep and bear arms. 

Agenda item Number 8 at 
the June meetings focused on “the full 
and effective implementation of the 
International Tracing Instrument (ITI)”: 
"Undertaking effective measures in 
marking, record-keeping and tracing is 
vital for curbing the illicit trade and 
combating the diversion of small arms 
to unintended users." 

That means that the UN will 
not only track the buying, selling, 
transfer, and trading of small arms, light 
weapons, and ammunition, but it will 
continue developing technology that 
will help trace firearms and ammunition 
from the factory by way of “readable 
microchips” implanted at the factory. 
The UN will literally be able to trace 
every round and every weapon from 
factory to end user. 

The UN demands that 
national legislatures (Congress) beef 
up laws pertaining to the placement of 
markings and microchips that will 
enable “appropriate law enforcement 
channels” to maintain lists of those who 
possess the small arms and 
ammunition that must be eradicated. 

“States highlighted the utility 
of online technologies for further 
improving the effectiveness, efficiency 


and speed of tracing illicit small arms 
and light weapons,” says the UN. 

Governments, in other 
words, should take advantage of the 
Internet to speed up the process of 
tracing weapons and ammunition and 
identifying those unauthorized 
individuals or entities that are 
attempting to buy, sell, transfer, or 
trade them in violation of the PoA. 

Given the scope of the 
NSA’s online surveillance operations as 
revealed by Edward Snowden, it isn’t 
hard to imagine just how thorough the 
tracking program could be! Any 
mention of the purchase or use of guns 
or ammo on Facebook or in a text 
message or in an e-mail could 
potentially trigger the type of tracing the 
UN undoubtedly has in mind. 

The preamble to the ITI 
declaration states that the PoA and the 
ITI are “not limited to those 
manufactured to military specifications,” 
making it very clear that despite what 
proponents of the agreement might 
claim, the program is not restricted to 
trade and transfer of military-style 
weapons. 

Also specifically targeted in 
the ITI preamble is the prevention of 
unapproved selling or buying of 
“ammunition and component parts” 
intended for use in small arms and light 
weapons. 

History is instructive on this 
point as readers should remember that 
the “shot heard ‘round the world” on 
Lexington Green was fired because 
King George sent British troops to 
seize the patriots’ ammunition stockpile 
stored outside of that small 
Massachusetts village. 

Article II of the UN Charter 
declares that all men have rights as a 
result of “membership” in the United 
Nations. 


In the Declaration of Independence, 
Thomas Jefferson wrote, “We hold 
these truths to be self-evident, that all 
men are created equal and are 
endowed by their Creator with certain 
unalienable rights, that among these 
are life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness.” 

Replacing the Creator with 
the “state” as the source of rights is the 
ultimate aim of the United Nations and 
will ultimately aid them in eliminating 
the right of Americans to own weapons, 
the one right that would prevent us 
from being completely conquered by 
the globalists. 

The Programme of Action 
and its associated International Tracing 
Instrument are no less than a 
wholesale replacement of the 
sovereignty of the United States and 
the Bill of Rights with the United 
Nations Charter, international 
agreements, and the elimination of the 
centuries-old recognition of natural 
rights for the concept of a limited 
number of rights given and taken by an 
all-powerful world government. 

President Obama and many 
members of Congress are in favor of 
fast-tracking these fundamental 
changes to the Constitution and 
heritage of Americans.

Obama Administration to 
Attend the UN Arms Trade 
Treaty Conference 

The Arms Trade Treaty was 
signed by Secretary of State John Kerry 
on September 25, 2013 but never 
ratified by the Senate. Nevertheless, 
Gun Owners of America (GOA) reports 
that Obama officials will be in Mexico 
City for the August 24 conference. 

The ATT is an international gun 
control treaty designed to be 
implemented apart from, or in spite of, 
the general framework of governance 
for countries that are signatories to it. 
Thus, while it will not do away with the 
Second Amendment on paper, it will 
subjugate the Second Amendment to 
the ATT’s gun controls if Obama 
administration officials implement it. 

ATT was pushed under the 
guise of stopping “small arms [and] light 
weapons” from crossing borders. In 
2013, Breitbart News warned that 
firearm registration must proceed from 
the ATT if it is to be enforceable. After 
all, how can agents tasked with 
enforcing this treaty ascertain the origin 
of smuggled weapons without a 
comprehensive registration on file? 

Moreover, the NRA pointed out 
that the treaty all but calls for a registry 
from the start inasmuch as it requires

Court Rules Warrantless Cell 
Phone Tracking Violates 
Fourth Amendment 

A divided appellate court 
panel in Richmond, Virginia, ruled on 
Wednesday that citizens do not give up 
their privacy rights just because their 
mobile-phone providers know where to 
reach them. 

The decision is the 
strongest assertion of the Fourth 





Amendment rights of mobile phone 
users out of three appellate court 
decisions on the matter, setting up a 
likely Supreme Court hearing. 

“The tide I think is turning,” 
said Hanni Fakhoury, a senior staff 
attorney with the Electronic Frontier 
Foundation, which joined a friend-of- 
the-court brief in the case of Aaron 
Graham, a man convicted of armed 
robbery after his cell phone location 
information over seven months was 
obtained by the government from 
Sprint. 

The Fourth Circuit Court of 
Appeals ruling rejected the “third party 
doctrine,” a legal theory that private 
information held by a company is not 
protected by the Fourth Amendment’s 
prohibitions against unreasonable 
search and seizure. 

The ruling acknowledged 
the prevalence and advancement of 
technology in our lives. “People cannot 
be deemed to have volunteered to 
forfeit expectations of privacy by simply 
seeking active participation in society 
through use of their cell phones,” the 
court wrote. 

The Fourth Circuit split 2 to 
1, with one judge finding for the 
government.

Appeals Court Overturns 
Decision that NSA Metadata 
Collection Was Illegal 

A three-judge panel for a U.S. 
appeals court has thrown out a lower- 
court decision that sought to stop the 
NSA from continuing to collect metadata 
on phone calls made by Americans. 

The lower court ruling had 
found that the practice was 
unconstitutional. 

In some ways, this decision is 
much less important now that Congress 
has passed a law that changes the way 
metadata is collected by the 
government. Both houses of Congress 
voted in favor of a law that lets phone 
companies keep that database but still 
allows the government to query it for 
specific data. 

The U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia still decided to 
take on the case, because that new 
program doesn't begin until 180 days 
after the date that law was enacted 
(June 2, 2015). 

Until then, and as a result of 
this decision, the NSA is allowed to 
continue with its metadata collection 
program 

The court reversed a decision 
by Judge Richard Leon and sent it back 
to him for further proceedings. 


This court did not make its 
decision on Constitutional terms; 
instead, it ruled that the plaintiffs did not 
have standing to receive a preliminary 
injunction. The court sent the case back 
to Judge Leon to see if the plaintiffs 
could cobble up more evidence showing 
they are being directly targeted by the 
bulk collection program. 

The complication there is the 
U.S. government has in the past refused 
to turn over that evidence, claiming it is

Researchers are wrong about 
private guns, police deaths

Between 1996 and 2013, 991 
police officers have been killed in the 
line of duty. Their deaths should 
concern everyone, including public 
health researchers. But a new study, 
which claims that more police were 
feloniously killed in states with more 
guns, mistakenly concludes that private 
gun ownership causes police deaths. 

The study, which is 
forthcoming in the American Journal of 
Public Health, received extensive 
national and international news 
coverage. But if the researchers hadn’t 
left out controls used by everyone else 
for this type of empirical work, they 
would have gotten the opposite results 
from what they claimed. 

Previous research ("The 
Impact of Gun Laws on Police Deaths" 
by David Mustard) has found that 
concealed handgun permits lead to 
fewer police deaths. The authors offered 
no explanation for the new study’s 
unorthodox approach.... 

Despite all the extensive news 
coverage of the American Journal of 
Public Health study, there were no 
interviews with anyone who might have 
been critical of the controversial 
study....

Three Top Psychologists Lose 
Their Jobs After Aiding Bush 
Torture Program 

The torture scandal consuming 
the US’s premiere professional 


association of psychologists has cost 
three senior officials their jobs, part of a 
reckoning that reformers hope will lead 
to criminal prosecutions. 

As the American Psychological 
Association copes with the damage 
reaped by an independent investigation 
that found it complicit in US torture, the 
group announced on Tuesday that its 
chief executive officer, its deputy CEO 
and its communications chief are no 
longer with the APA. 

All three were implicated in the 
542-page report issued this month by 
former federal prosecutor David 
Hoffman, who concluded that APA 
leaders “colluded” with the US 
department of defense and aided the 
CIA in loosening professional ethics and 
other guidelines to permit psychologist 
participation in torture. 

The APA framed the 
departures of longtime executive 
officials Norman Anderson and Michael 
Honaker as “retirements”. Rhea 
Farberman, the APA’s communications 
director, “resigned”, the APA said in a 
statement 

Anderson, Honaker and 
Farberman join Stephen Behnke, the 
APA’s former ethics chief also 
implicated in torture, in the first wave of 
APA departures as the organization 
seeks to rebuild its credibility. 

“This is a major step toward 
reforming the APA and the profession,” 
said Stephen Soldz, a longtime APA 
critic on torture affiliated with Physicians 
for Human Rights. 

Soldz is part of a group 
pushing for the APA to refer the 
Hoffman report to the justice department 
for potential criminal inquiries. 

Thus far, there is no indication 
from the justice department that it 
intends to revisit the politically fraught 
question of legal accountability for 
torture, which ended in 2012 without 
prosecutions. 

Hoffman’s report identifies 
Behnke, a defense department 
contractor, as a chief culprit in 
maneuvering the APA toward loosening 
its opposition to torture while denying 
doing any such thing; and the departed 
APA officials as complicit. 

Nevertheless, Farberman 
insisted to the press that the APA had 
taken a consistent position against 
torture. 

The APA will meet in Toronto 
beginning on 6 August for its annual 
convention, which former president 
Nadine Koslow told the Guardian she 
expected to be consumed with the issue 
of what reforms the organization must 
adopt in the wake of the Hoffman report.

This could have prevented 
Lafayette movie theater 
killings

(CNN) Following Thursday's tragedy in 
a movie theater in Lafayette, Louisiana 
-- in which a John Russell Houser killed 
two people and wounded nine others -- 
America is once again searching for 
answers to how such a massacre could 
have been prevented. At this point we 
can hardly go a week without a high- 
profile mass shooting. 

The gun lobby's response 
of "more guns" is predictable (and 
critical to its industry's financial 
prospects), but Americans who are 
truly concerned about this violence are 
asking a different question: How can 
we keep those who are in crisis, and at 
an elevated risk of violence, from 
obtaining firearms? 

A policy recently enacted in 
California, the Gun Violence 
Restraining Order, or GVRO, would 
seem to hold enormous promise for 
those looking to stop the next gunman 
before he can carry out his plans. 

The GVRO is based on the 
same principle as a domestic violence 
restraining order. It would allow family 
members and/or law enforcement to go 
before a judge and request that guns 
be temporarily removed from an 
individual who is likely to be dangerous 
toward himself and/or others (while 
allowing for due process). 

Notably, a GVRO does not 
rely solely on mental illness as a 
marker for violence. As research 
shows, the overwhelming majority of 
individuals with mental illness will never 
be violent toward others (the risk of 
self-harm is far greater). Stronger 
indicators of risk include a history of 
violent behavior, domestic violence and 
drug or alcohol abuse. 

The GVRO became law in 
California following the 2014 mass 
shooting at the University of California- 
Santa Barbara in Isla Vista. The 
gunman in that case, Elliot Rodger, had 
been subject to a welfare check, but 
law enforcement had no authority to 
remove his guns. California lawmakers, 
to their credit, acted quickly and 
decisively to prevent the next tragedy 
from happening.... 

A society whose citizens 
can no longer peaceably attend church, 
see a movie or study in school is a 
society that can no longer call itself 




free. To state the obvious, James 
Madison and our Founders did not 
ratify the Second Amendment so that 
men such as John Russell Houser 
could obtain guns, legally or otherwise. 
Preventing killers like this from arming 
to the teeth is imperative if we are to 
"insure domestic Tranquility" as 
envisioned by our Constitution. 

That begs the question. 
What if Louisiana had put a GVRO 
policy in place? Family and law 
enforcement saw the red flags. 

What if state legislators had 
provided them with a new means to 
intervene and disarm their loved ones 
before the shooting ever started?

Ten years after the 
establishment of a “comprehensive 
strategy” to eliminate sexual violence by 
U.N. Peacekeepers, reports of rape and 
sexual exploitation have continued to 
emerge. 

“When I cried, he slapped me 
hard and put his hand over my mouth,” 
said a 12-year-old girl who claimed to 
have been raped by a uniformed U.N. 
peacekeeper in the Central African 
Republic. 

According to Amnesty 
International the girl had been hiding 
during a house search earlier this month 
when a man wearing the sky blue 
helmet and vest of the peacekeeping 
forces raped her. The advocacy 
organization called for an investigation 
into the rape charge as well as the 
murders of a father and son by 
peacekeepers. 

In what has been called 
“unprecedented” U.N., Secretary- 
General Ban ki-Moon requested that the 
top U.N. official in the C.A.R. resign. 

The most recent allegation of 
rape in the C.A.R. comes after news 
that French peacekeepers raped boys 
as young as nine, according to a U.N. 
internal report leaked to the Guardian 
newspaper in April. In June, reports 
emerged that peacekeepers coerced at 
least 225 Haitian women into having sex 
with them in exchange for basic 
necessities such as food and 
medication. 

Reports of abuse at the hands 
of peacekeepers have emerged from 
Bosnia, Haiti, and the East Timor, 
among other countries. 

The charges first began to 
emerge 20 years ago, but U.N. 
personnel have continued to commit 
acts of sexual violence without any real 
consequences. 

That impunity has been based, 
in large part, on U.N. provisions that 
grant immunity to staff members from 
involvement in legal processes while 
they are abroad. Because of these 
provisions, few peacekeepers are 
prosecuted in the countries where they 
commit rape or sexual abuse. 

While they might be 
prosecuted in their home countries, 
Rosa Freedman, a law professor at the 
University of Birmingham notes that, 
“Such prosecutions are exceptionally 
rare, with most countries simply allowing 
soldiers to return home without any 
repercussions. U.N. staff have immunity 
from the jurisdiction of courts in any 
country in the world, including their own 
nations.” 


That immunity can only be 
waived by the Secretary-General of the 
U.N., which has occurred only on rare 
occasions. Still, waiting for such an ok 
can seriously impede on the judicial 
process, according to Paula Donovan of 
the advocacy organization Aids Free 
World. 

“The delay can mean that 
witnesses have been paid off, or that the 
rape victim has been threatened,” she 
said. “Given that the crime scene can’t 
be cordoned off and evidence can’t be 
preserved until immunity is waived, by 
the time investigators arrive, there’s not 
a case.” 

Donovan’s organization 

demanded an independent investigation 
into the U.N.’s handling of sexual 
violence after it received a leaked report 
on the sexual abuse of children by 
French peacekeeping troops in the 
C.A.R. It has since launched a 
campaign called Code Blue to end the 
immunity U.N. staff enjoys when it 
comes to allegations of sexual violence. 

One reason why she says the 
alleged abuse has persisted is because 
of the image the U.N. seeks to maintain. 

“The U.N.’s organizational 
culture is based on fear,” Donovan said. 
“If something isn’t going well in the 
world, you can blame the member 
states. If something in the organization 
is not going well, everyone suppresses 
bad news and doesn’t pass it along.” 

In the few instances when their 
immunity was waived, peacekeepers' 
sentences have tended to fall short of 
those applied to similar crimes 
committed domestically. 

Three peacekeepers from 
Pakistan found guilty of sexually 
assaulting a 14-year-old boy in Haiti 
were sentenced to just a year in prison. 

Although the U.N. has called 
for a policy of “zero tolerance” for sexual 
violence and exploitation, its officials 
have relented that the agency is simply 
too large to have “zero” incidents. 

“What we can do is get across 
a message of zero tolerance, which for 
us means zero complacency when 
credible allegations are raised and zero 
impunity when we find that there has 
been malfeasance,” Nick Birnback, a 
U.N. spokesperson said in 2008 after 
reports emerged that children as young 
as six were sexually abused by 
peacekeepers in Cote d’Ivoire, Sudan, 
and Haiti. 

According to the official U.N. 
count, instances of sexual violence by 
its staff have followed a downward trend 
in the last several years. Advocates 
maintain that the scale of the problem is 
unclear. That’s because so many of the 
reports of sexual violence have come 




from independent organizations and 
leaked documents instead of from the 
U.N. directly.

“On the Draft”: Prison 
Transfers 

Tim Burgess, a former 
prisoner, sent Truthout an email 
describing his experience during 
transport from a Vermont prison to a 
private prison in Kentucky. 

"Imagine being ripped from a 
sound sleep, told to pack your 
belongings," he wrote. "Having orders 
shouted at you, and being shackled at 2 
am, when you were a model inmate. 
When you ask questions because you 
have a heart condition, the only answer 
is, 'Quiet inmate!"' 

Prisoners are moved through 
US cities every day by bus, van or even 
airplane. Trips can involve days in 
cramped seats with a limited range of 
motion; prisoners remain heavily 
shackled even on rest stops, during 
bathroom breaks and meal time. 

Prisoners refer to transport as 
going "on the draft," according to Glenn 
E. Martin, founder of Just Leadership 
USA, a nonprofit that seeks to cut mass 
incarceration in half by 2030. 

Martin said transfers are a 
standard part of prison life for most 
prisoners, who can expect to be moved 


at least once, whether from their 
"reception" prison to more permanent 
facilities, for medical treatment, after 
riots or protests or to relieve 
overcrowding 

At the last possible minute 
Martin said, "You get all your stuff being 
taken away from you; you're not sure 
why you're on the draft; and they don't 
tell you until the phones go off at night." 

Transport sometimes begins 
almost immediately, but often prisoners 
are held in solitary confinement, or in 
separate cells shackled to other 
prisoners. Prisoners lose their phone 
and mail privileges until sometimes days 
after arrival at their new facilities. They 
aren't allowed to communicate at any 
stops along the way, either, according to 
Martin. 

The trips themselves can take 
days. "I find it strange that I can drive 
from New York to Canada in a day, but 
for New York Corrections, it can take 
three or four days to go from New York 
City to Attica, which is 8 or 10 hours 
away," Martin recalled. 

On the draft, a prisoner's 
ankles are shackled together and their 
wrists handcuffed, then all four limbs are 
chained together. The handcuffs are 
then placed in a plastic box, which 
drastically limits their range of motion. 
The box is designed to prevent lock¬ 
picking or violence, but holds the wrists 
at a painful angle. Finally, prisoners are 
shackled together. 

Hours or days are spent 
hunched over, never more than a foot 
from a stranger - a position that every 
former prisoner I spoke with described 
as intensely uncomfortable. Tim 
Burgess told me that he and other 
prisoners learned to throw McDonald's 
French fries or chunks of hamburger 
into their mouths because it was the 
only way to successfully eat with the 
chains and boxes on their wrists. 

The buses, which are typically 
refitted passenger buses, often lack 
adequate heat or air-conditioning. 

Martin shared a rare, positive 
but illuminating experience 

"I was being transported from 
Ulster Correctional Facility to Attica 
Correctional Facility," he recalled. "The 
officers pulled over at a rest stop and let 


us all off the bus, shackled; gave us all a 
cigarette and told us to 'Chill out, 
because we don't want to get there 
early.'" 

The officers were worried 
about losing the overtime pay. 

Transfer buses frequently stop 
overnight in other prisons, which means 
being housed with new roommates, in 
frightening surroundings. "Some people 
who are going to minimum or medium 
end up in maximum," Martin explained. 
"Sometimes they'll put you in general 
population." 

Martin spent multiple nights 
during transfers at Auburn, a maximum 
security prison he described as a 
"frightening place and freezing cold. You 
don't have your toiletries, you can't take 
a shower; if you get there on Friday, 
good luck, you're there till Monday!" 

During his time as a prisoner in 
Vermont in 2006, Tim Burgess who had 
a heart condition barely had time to give 
his cellmate a prearranged signal to 
contact his parents before he was 
loaded onto the bus. 

His family objected to his 
transfer, after which he was treated as a 
security risk, placed alone in a separate 
cell and subjected to a cavity and strip- 
search. 

Rest stops did not come often 
enough on Burgess’ bus. Despite a 
passenger's repeated pleadings about 
the urgency of his need to defecate, the 
guards ignored him until he defecated 
into his pants 

The bus was a refitted school 
bus with three sections. The middle 
section contained what Burgess 
described as "cages" or "solitary," where 
the guards placed the prisoner who had 
defecated leaving him to sit in his own 
soiled pants for the journey.
